A nurse was culled in by neig' - 
I ors, but th? attendant remained 
one night and left. Then the m oth­ 
er, undaunted by the seriousness of 
hor own condition and enduring 
ber own pain and torture for the 
welfare of her stricken sons and 
husband, got out of bed an i ad­ 
ministered to her patients. 
Household duties and the care 
and attention required by the ail­ 
ing members of her fam ily proved 
too much foi the young mother and 
she was forced to return to her bed.

There are no E aster Sunday hat 
parades, but there are many Sun­ 
day church festivals where the sol­ 
emn side is lightened by a spirit of 
joyfulness. 
Horse racing, picnics, games of 
all sorts and all elections are p ail 
of French Sunday life. 
It is a day 
of play for the whole family, and, 
except in some parts of the prov- J 
incus where more severe religious 
traditions are observed, Sunday is J 
a day of recreation. 
There is 
no air of boisterous 
m errym aking about this day of en­ 
joyment. but rather a 
rest 
from 


’ expression.” 
The French Revolution abolished 
Sunday and 
instituted the civil 
, “Decadi,” or tenth day of rest and 
I amusement.

lasted while the 
! revolutionists 
lasted, 
hut it was 
one of the ephemeral features of 
the T error days. 
A 
new law in 
1802 again restored Sunday to the 
calendar and made it a legal holi­ 
day. 
A half century ago another 
law lightened some of 
the 
legal 
restrictions on how a Frenchm an 
m ight utilize his day off and since 
then the people have shown an in­ 
creasing tendency 
toward 
doing 
ju st w hat they like to do on their 
one free day. 
Since the w ar they have adopted 
the week-end vacation when they 
could and they have turned Sunday 
more and more into a day of sports 
and public entertainm ent. 
There are 
villages, 
of 
course, 
where much church-going and a

Sunday program , but in the cities 
and towns there is no restraint ex­ 
cept common sense rules of order­ 
liness.

arithmetic, 
gram m ar, science, etc., are carried 
on for four or five hours in English.
